Notice is hereby given that the Board of Oil, Gas and Mining ("Board"), State of
Utah, will conduct a hearing on Wednesday, September 24, 1997, at 10:00 a.m., or as soon
thereafter as possible, in the Board Room of the Department of Natural Resources,
1594 West North Temple, Suite 1040A, Salt Lake City, Utah.

The hearing will be conducted as a formal administrative adjudication in accordance
with the Utah Code Ann. § 40-8-1 et seq., Utah Code Ann. § 63-46b-1 et seq. (1953, as
amended), and the Procedural Rules of the Board.

The purpose of the proceeding will be for the Board to receive testimony and
evidence regarding an Order:

1. Requiring Utah Building Stone Supply to commence reclamation, with
appropriate time frames, of its mining-related disturbances associated with
the Grouse Creek Quarry. The reclamation shall satisfy the requirements of
R647-4-111 and all other requirements arising under state or federal law;

2, Authorizing the reclamation of the site by the Division in the event that Utah
Building Stone Supply should fail to meet the Board’s deadline. In addition,
authorizing a civil action brought by the attorney general against Utah Building
Stone Supply to recover the costs and expenses of reclamation, and the costs
of collection, including attorney’s fees; and
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3. Granting such other and further relief as may be just and equitable under the
circumstances.

Natural persons may appear and represent themselves before the Board. All other
representation by parties before the Board will be by attorneys licensed to practice law in the
State of Utah, or attorneys licensed to practice law in another jurisdiction which meet the
rules of the Utah State Bar for practicing law before the Utah Courts. Attorney
representation may be waived by the Board upon petition and good cause shown.

Objections to this matter should be filed with the Secretary of the Board at the above
address no later than the 10th day of the month, or two weeks before the scheduled hearing,
whichever is earlier. Objections filed later than the 10th day may be considered by the
Board at or before the regularly scheduled meeting for good cause shown.

Persons interested in this matter may participate pursuant to the procedural rules of
the Board. The Request for Agency Action, and any subsequent pleadings, may be inspected
in the office of the undersigned.
